In 18G5, the Belmont fund, now in dis- 
pute, was sent to Ireland in the form of a 
draft, payable to John O Leary, literary 
editor of the Irish People. One of the 
purposes for which it was sent from 
America was the liquidation of the liabili- 
ties of the Irish People and the support 0 f 
the same. Mr. O’Rearv, being at the time 
of its arrival in Ireland a prisoner, charged 
with treason-felony, the house of Roths- 
child, at the instigation of thegoverument, 
refused to him payment of the draft. This 
•was a severe blow to the anxious hopes of 
many of the arrested and unarrested lead- 
ers of the popular cause. Even Rossa. 
generous as he might afford to be in his 
strength and liberty, was troubled now, 
and, with memories of his family left pen- 
niless and full of presentiments of the 
doom awaiting him, would gladly have 
heard that the dent of the Irish People to 
him had been paid to them. In one of 
his letters, written to me shortly previous 
to his sentence, occurs the passage: “If 
Mr. O'Leary will get this money, what is 
due to me will be paid to you; and if lie 
will not get it, you must only be of strong 
heart and try to manage without.” 

On ray arrival in America I applied to 
Mr. Anthony A. Griffin, then executive of 
what is now the Savage branch of the I*\ 
B., for payment in part or whole of this 
debt; but as lie declared that even with 
ti e best intentions his party would be 
powerless to assist me, their exchequer 
being empty. I did not push the matter. 

I do so now by advice of some of the 
highest legal authority in New York. 
The Belmont money, long turned from the 
channel ii^which it should have flowed, is 
again in the market waiting the claims of 
all who can prove their right to it. On 
the part of my husband, and for the benefit 
of his children, I have put in my claim; 
and I do not believe that any impartial 
jury will set it aside as either fraudulent 
or ungenerous, or any of the other unpleas- 
ant names by which mi n ignorant of the 
facts stigmatize it. 

For the demand for interest on capital 
and remuneration for labor, my legal ad- 
visers are responsible. It would, perhaps, 
be more generous to dispense with these 
items, but advancing them detracts noth 
ing from the originally just nature of the 
claim. 

1 also admit if Rossa were at liberty he 
may not put in a claim for the money. 

0 Donovan Rossa, with health and vigor 
and genius, and a possible future in which 
to make provision for his family, could 
well afford to let his country have not 
only the loan and past time as a gift, but 
new time and an added interest of fresh 
capital on his labor. But O’Donovan 
Rossa manacled, imprisoned, health-bro- 
ken and heart-broken, looking back 
through the rusty bars of his dungeon on 
his helpless little ones, destitute of his 
care and innocent of the poorest provision, 
may possibly wish that some portion of 
bis remembered worldly goods could no? 
fail to their share. And in this faiiii 1 
have made for them tho present claim. 

Before closing this letter. I maj’ be per- 
mitted to express some surprise at Mr. 
O’Mahoney’s unfriendly attitude through- 
out this affair. Self-interest unfortunately 
seems to have blinded the sense of justice 
tor which 1 once gave him credit. AH the 
other claimants to this fund generally pro- 
claim themselves ready to waive their 

rights in favor of mine. Mr. Mahoney, 
alone, is stubborn in bis opposition, en- 
couraging and allowing his paper to be 
used as an engine of injury against me, 
who have never sought him ill. lie, from 
the first, officially and otherwise, has been 
made aware that personally I am uninter- 
ested in the success of my suit, except in 
so far as it benefits my husband's children. 
In fact, I had llattered myself that my ac- 
tion proved much disinterestedness, lor I 
have long foreseen the storm to me that 
would in some circles be its result. Mr. 
O’Mahoney lias been further informed, as 

1 inform the world now. that I am willing, 
nay, anxious, that a guardian bc appointed 
to take charge of and invest or disburse 
for the young O Donovans all that can be 
recovered of the sum of their father is en- 
titled to. And I decline, as I have dis- 
tinctly declined since the commencement 
of this suit, to receive a single cent of the 
portion sued for. 

I think this is all I have to say on the 
subject, except that my friends may be 
assured the claim I put forward is nol by 
any means unsubstantiated by the usuul 
proofs required in a court of justice.

TERRIBLi: KEEOSEXE ACCIDENT. 

A Woman Kerned *o Death an.l lie? 
llaabantl auil <1*12*1 Injured by a 
i.amji Ex|>l<k!*>!oti. 

From the Chicago Past, £oth. 

Another of those appalling accidents 
resulted from the use of kerosene oil last 
evening, and a woman in the prime of life 
lias been sacrificed, while a husband and 
child were terribly burned. It would ap- 
pear that a large class of the community 
have some destructive fluid in use for il- 
luminating purposes, and the frequent oc- 
currence of these awful accidents does 
not prove a warning or cause them to use 
the treacherous oil with more care. The 
particulars of this last fatal explosion are 
as follows: 

A German woman, aged 34 years, named 
Wilhclmina lluebner, living at No. 212 
Second street, was engaged, at 7 o’clock 
last evening, in washing dishes, and was 
standing near a window, when her little 
child, eighteen months old. pulled the cur- 
tain out from the window and upset the 
lamp which was standing upon the table, 
causing the oil to explode and bespatter 
the woman so that she was a mass of flame 
in an instant. She ran out into the yard 
and her husband endeavored to extinguish 
the flames, which be did in a few mo- 
ments, and was badly burned about 
the hands, arms and face, i he woman s 
clothes were burned nearly off her, and 
she is represented as presenting a 
very pitiable sight. The skin was burned 
to a crisp, so that it hung in apparent 
shreds from her body, face, hands and 
arms, and was mingled with the charred 
and burned clothing clinging in strips to 
her form. The sufferings of the poor crea- 
ture were intense and beyond conception. 
She lingered in agon}’ until 11 o’clock last 
night, when death put an end to her suf- 
ferings. 

An inquest was held on the remains of 
Mrs. Huebner this morning, and a verdict 
was rendered in accordance with the facts 
stated in th e account above.

His face was florid with the 
hues of health, and his teeth brilliantly 
white. His nose was acquiline, but rather 
small in proportion to his fully* rounded 
visage, and his eye wore the introspective 
aspect frequent to those who have expe- 
rienced strong stirrings of the spirit. His 
age appeared to be forty. He was in citi- 
zen s dress and completely in black. The 
hair upon his tonsured crown hnd grown 
again. He had been occupied in reading 
a small Doual Bible, with red edges, which 
lay on t Be marble table before him. Evi- 
dently the voyage had interfered with his 
self-allotted tasks in that respect, and the 
necessity of recovering lost time was the 
chief cause of his desired seclusion. He 
appeared somewhat impatient of interrup 
tion, and required pumping for every 
statement elicited. He spoke only in 
Freuch. 

DOCTRINES DENOUNCED. 

Sun Reporter — I am acquainted with 
several facts, sir, regarding your contem- 
plated movements here, but would more 
particularly wish to learn your ideas re 
guiding doctrine, and in what respect 
your views differ from those of the Catho- 
lic Church. 

F’ather Hyacinthe — My views are em- 
bodied in a letter I wrote to the Superior 
of my convent, which was published at 
the time. The Catholic Church is divided 
into two parties, the Ultramontane, or 
stand-still part}*, and the party of pro- 
gress in both religious and political thought. 
To the latter wing Monsieur Montalem- 
bert is now attached, though lie was for- 
mer!}* on the opposite side. Its ideas 
were also held by the Abbe Lacordaire, 
previous to his decease. I had been 
in the habit of leaving every Sun- 
day the Carmelite Convent, in which I was 
a monk, to preach in the Church of Notre 
Dame de Baris. In my sermons, I leaned 
towards liberty of conscience in religions 
matters, and attacked the spirit which, in 
the past days, gave birth to the Inquisi- 
tion. I considered Presidents to be 
Christians. They hud been baptized as 
such, a*id their doctrines were Christian. 
The Superior of my convent objected to 
this freedom, and perpetually took me to 
task. This annoyed me. 1 felt myself 
perpetually seized by the throat and 
gagged. The anger of my Superior was 
still further aroused by my attendance at 
the Peace Congress to Paris, where 1 de- 
livered an address. The harm of advocat- 
ing peace I could not see, but as universal 
peace was in contradistinction to the past 
practice of Christendom, probably that was 
i lie reason of my reprehension. Wearied, 
at last, by perpetual and unreasonable re- 
straint, 1 threw aside my robe and quitted 
the convent. My Superior wrote me to 
return within ten days or consider myself 
virtually excommunicated, although the 
Pope's anthemas might not yet have been 
promulgated. 1 replied by taking imme- 
diate passage for America. 

VISIT TO THE POPE. 

During the month of May I received an 
order to wait upon the Pope and explain 
my position. I did so. The Pope was 
polite and cordial, and expressed himself 
satisfied with my explanation. Notwith- 
standing this, the Superior and his ultra 
montanic coadjutors continued their at- 
tacks. 

FUTURE PREACHING. 

Sun Reporter — You will resume preach- 
ing on your return, will you not? 

Father Hyacinthe — That will depend 
much upon the spirit displayed by the Ecu- 
menical Council. Ifthey show themselves 
in keeping with the tendencies of the age, 

I will do so. If they wrap themselves in 
the narrow robes of the past, I shall be 
unwilling to preach their doctrines. 

THE POPE S IXEAI.L1UI1.ITY. 

Sun Reporter — You doubt the Pope s 
infallibility, do you not. 

Father Hyacinthe — I do; but. as you 
are doubtless aware, ti.e infallibility of the 
Pope is not a dogma of the Catholic 
Church; it is simply an opinion. I am a 
Catholic, and I hold to all the dogmas of 
the Church. 

THE VIRGIN AND CHRIST. 

Sun Reporter — Wiiat is your opinion re- 
garding the honor awarded to the Virgin? 

Answer — I honor the Virgin, as do all 
Catholics, as the mother of God; but I dis- 
approve of the excessive attention given 
to her by many, which exceeds that ac- 
corded to Christ, who is God himself. I 
also object to the great reverence often 
shown to the Pope, which borders on wor- 
ship. 

Sun Reporter — You do not at all then 
countenance the widely-spread doctrine 
that Christ was simply a man, and begot- 
ten like other men? 

Father Hyacinthe — No: I believe his 
birth was miraculous, as stated by the 
Ixvangelists. 

Sun Reporter — You accept, also, the 
late dogma of the Church regarding the 
exception of the Virgin from the curse of 
original sin? 

F’ather Hyacinthe — Yes; that dogma in- 
culcates that t'ue Virgin was begotten as 
are all children, and, like them, born in 
sin; but, as being the intended mother of 
Christ, she was exempted from original 
sin by the grace of God. 

MARRIAGE OF THE CLERGY. 

Reporter — Have you ever expressed 
yourself upon the marriage of the 
Catholic clergy, now allowed by the Italian 
laws ? 

Answer — No; it is a subject I have not 
touched. 

Reporter — You would prefer not giving 
an opinion upon it? 

Answer (with a smile) — Yes. 

A JOKE OK FATHER DECKER. 

Reporter — You are acquainted with 
Father Hecker, I believe. 

F’atlier Hyacinthe — I knew him in Fhi- 
vopc. He amused me once. He said I 
should not, with my ideas, have entered 
so strict an order as the Carmelite. It 
was like putting new wine into old bottles. 
(At this Father Hyacinthe laughed, con- 
sidering it an excellent joke.)

1 he late balloon ascension from Bay 
City, on Tuesday afternoon, is perhaps 
one of the most dangerous exploits ever 
accomplished by an icronaut. The balloon 
was tilled before starting to its utmost 
tension, so that after one or two unsuc- 
cessful attempts Mr. Headley, who was to 
have accompanied Professor La Mountain, 
was obliged to get out of the car. Mr. 
Headley had the eatables, instruments of 
observation and tissue paper used to 
ascertain ihe ascending and descending 
force of the balloon, bat before he could 
transfer the articles named those who had 
hold of the ear let go, and the balloor. shot 
I up with a rapidity that carried it to an 
altitude ot two miles iu a few minutes. A 
perfect gale of wind was blowing at the 
time, and a moment after rain anJ sleet 
commenced falling. Professor La Moun- ! 
tain says that it became all at once 
intensely cold. The cloud he entered was 
one swimming mass of snowflakes, inter- 
spersed with rain, which formed a frost 
work on the car and netting of the balloon. 
The earth was lost to view. 

By tearing up his handkerchief and 
throwing out shreds he became conscious 
that lie was passing upward with wonder- 
ful rapidity, and along with the current oi 
air eastward toward the lake. Fearing 
that lie might be carried into the lake, and 
without a pound of ballast to regulate his 
descent, he reached for the valve-rope, 
with the intention of lowering himself 
gradually. To his surprise, the valve 
would not open. The rain and sleet ac- 
cumulating on the top of the balloon, had 
frozen the valve so tight as to resist the 
pressure from below. Putting the whole 
strength to the task, he gave a strong pull 
on the rope, pulling out the iron staples 
attaching the rope to the valve, the rope 
falling down into the car. The balloon 
was mounting up faster than ever. It had 
passed the storm-cloud, which was a mile 
below, and the heavens above were as 
clear and the sun shining as brightly as at 
midday in June. But the air was very 
cohl and La Mountain was benumbed with 
cold. He had attaiued a bight of over 
three miles. 

The balloon eouldmot burst, for when 
the expansion became too great, the gas 
could escape from the flue or valve below, 
which was open; but lie was fearful of 
being carried into or over the lake without 
having made preparations for such an 
event. Mounting the hoop overhead, he 
reached for his knife only to find that he had 
left it on the ground. Clinging to the 
ropes with one hand, with the other and 
his teeth, after some exertion, he succeeded 
in tearing a rent iu the balloon from the 
bottom ten or fifteen feet upward. Then 
serving the opposite side the same way, 
he descended to the car to watch the pro 
grexs. During this operation the ends of 
the lingers of both hands had become fro 
zen. F or a few moments the balloon kept 
ascending, then, as the gas escaped, it 
reached its equipoise, and a moment after 
commenced to gradually descend to the 
earth. Every instant increased its down- 
ward speed. The Professor says that lie 
heard the cloth tearing, the rents enlarg- 
ing, until, with a crash that sounded like 
a death-knell, the cloth gaie way to the 
pressure, opening a seam on both sides 
irom the bottom to the top. 

The gas escaped instantly, leaving not 
a thousand cubic feet, while the air rushed 
in, tilling up the vacuum, the balloon act- 
ing as a parachute. The professor gives 
it as his opinion that at the bight of two 
miles there was not a foot of gas in the 
balloon. The cloth, bellying out. formed 
a strong resistance to the atmosphere, and 
retarded the descent. He remembers dis- 
tinctly passing through a cloud, and the 
sensation on regaining sight of the earth. 
He has an almost indistict recollection of 
approaching the earth’s surface. A dull 
moaning, like the surging of waves, 
greeted his ears, the flapping of the cloth 
became louder, and a moment after he be- 
came unconscious. On regaining his 
senses he found hi nisei lying in a wood, and 
his balloon was some yards distant. Sever- 
al persons who had seen the balloon de- 
scend had come to the scene, and were 
standing near: they afterward assited him 
His arms and legs were badly bruised and 
himself stunned, but no bones were broken 
nor internal injury sustained. The spot 
where he fell is seven miles from Bay 
City.

The following particulars have been 
obtained from the survivors of the ill- 
fated schooner Kate Bully: 

The Kate Bully left Sarins on the morn- 
ing of the 2sth ult., loaded with railway 
tics and piles for Chicago. Nothing un- 
usual occurred till the evening of Mon- 
day, the 1th inst., with the exception that 
the weather had been pretty rough, with a 
good deal of head wind. Monday evening 
was very stormy, but no dancer was appre- 
hended till about half past > o’clock, when 
Captain II. L. McGlaslian, who was on 
deck, discovered that she was making 
water rapidly, evidently having sprung 
a leak. He at once called up 
the watch, who were beiow. and 
all hands set to work to throw over the 
deck cargo, but they had only been en- 
gaged in this about half an hour, when a 
squall struck the vessel and threw her on 
her beam ends. At this time the first 
mate, George Canada, was at the wheel, 
and when the vessel careened he was 
thrown off into the water, and never re- 
gained the vessel. The rest of the crew, 
including Mrs. Mary Wilson, of Clayton, 
N. Y., who was employed as cook on hoard, 
all managed to retain their hold of the 
vessel, or got hold of her after being 
thrown into the water — with one excep- 
tion, Thomas Doran of Kingston — and 
clung to the bulwark, which was partially 
out of the water. As the vessel was roll- 
ing heavily, and the sea breaking contin- 
ually over her, the men endeavored to fasten 
themselves to the belay ing pius with ropes, 
to prevent themselves beinit swept off 
by the sea; one of them, Mr. Fid ward Cor- 
bett, of Five Islands, Nova Scotia, getting 
hold of Mrs. Wilson and assisting her to 
maintain her position. This he succeeded 
in doing for some time, but the boom hav- 
ing struck him and severely injured his 
arm, he was obliged to let her go. and she 
was soon washed off, her screams, as she 
found herself being swept into the howling 
abyss of waters, being heartrending. Be- 
fore this, Captain McGlasban, who did not 
fasten himself to the wreck as the others 
had, was also swept off by the sea, about 
an hour after the vessel was thrown over, 
and while endeavoring to encourage the 
men to keep up their courage and hope for 
the best. The survivors of the wreck now 
consisted of Fhlward Corbett, before re- 
ferred to; the second mate, Berber Tur- 
entte, of Kingston: John Stone, of 

Moore; Thomas Doran, of Kings- | 
ton; John Stone, of Moore: W. | 

Mitchell, of Mooretown, and Charles 



O'Connor, of Chicago. Their position 
was by no means encouraging, however. 
It was dark and ver}' cold, and they were 
continually drenched by the heavy seas 
breaking over them. In this position 
thev remained all day on Tuesday, and 
•luring that night Corbett and Bully died 
from cold and exposure, their companions 
unloosing the ropes, by which the bodies 
were fastened, and letting them into the 
water. 1 hronghont Wednesday there 
still appeared hope for the survivors, until 
late in the afternoon the schooner Black 
Hawk was observed liearing down upon 
them, and about five o'clock in the after- 
noon she reached and rescued them from 
their almost helpless position, conveying 
them to Manistee. Their sufferings dur- 
| ing the forty hours they were exposed on 
the wreck, as may well be conceived, were 
intense, the weather being very cold, and 
being entirely destitute of food of anv 
kind. * 

Illo*|(icnt Npfrch of a thlppma Chief. 

The following speech was made by 
Black Bird, Chief of the Chippewa Indians, 
at a bit** council held by Lieutenant Col<> 
nel J. H. Knight, agent, in which the chief 
was contending that the United States, 
under treaty stipulations, owed them 
about one hundred thousand dollars. The 
bearing of Black Bird and his manner of 
delivery are described by those who heard 
him as eloquent in the highest degree. 

1 he records o the government show that 
the chief wi s right, there being near fifty 
thousand dollars due them: 

My Father — I greet jou. I also, 
through you, greet our Great Father. I 
also greet our Great Father in the skies, 
who has given u> health. "by which we live 
and express our thoughts. My name is 
known in all these parts. My name is 
Black Bird, in whose mouth there is no 
lie. A lie never has had a place in my 
mouth since I was born. What these 
speakers have said is true, as every body in 
toes parts will testify to. The man who 
acted for U3 when the first treaty was 
made was named Ma ge-gaw haw, and the 
man that acted for us when the mineral 
lands were ceded was named O-bish-kaw- 
gaw gee (the White Crane). [The speaker 
was here referring to what previous speak- 
I ers had stated, that only the minerals and 
I timber were ceded at the St. Peter's treaty 
and treaty of ’37— the lands, birch, 
ouii and maple timber were reserved 
by them; also the rice fields ] Who was 
it that put in the treaty a cession of lands? 

It must have been the Commissioner. We 
utter nothing against our Great Father 
nor his agent. But it is our Great Fath- 
er's place to put these things right. His 
arms are long and strong: he has much 
power; he is great, antFhis arms being 
long and strong can reach afar off. even 
to the end ot the earth van he reach to 
settle the affairs of his people. If his 
shoe is soiled, he will throw it out and re- 
new his shoe— that is what he would do, 
and we are poor and weak. His agents 
and lawyers (legislators) ere strong and 
great. If a man was dead and laid In kis 
cotfin before them, they have almost power 
and skill sufficient to bring him to life 
again. If his lawyers (legislators' have a 
glove not scented fo their ta-te they will pull 
it off and throw it away. W e are poor ar.d 
have claims unsettled against our Great 
Father, and ive have been robbed of our 
lands. It is my desire that our Great 
Father and his lawyers shall make these » 
things right with my people. We think 
the lands still belong to us. We have 
never sold the lands. \\ hen our Great 
F’ather shall have made these things right 
with our people, we will be satisfied — then 
and not until then. IIow can the white 
man expect to enter the skies that are now 
listening to us if these things are not made 
right ? It is our desire that our Great 
F ather and his lawyers shall make these 
things right. Then the Great Spirit will 
smile upon them. This is ail 1 have to 
say. I have great faith in you, and that 
you will assist us in getting our Great 
F’ather to let us go to Washington and set- 
tle our matters. This is the reason why 
our Great I’ather has selected you to be 
! onr father. 

Cmniorallty «>l the Prince of Rule**. 

A London correspondent of the New 
York Herald charges the F Wales 

with the grossest outrages on morality and 
decency. The writer says 

His companions and intimate friends 
are ail young, unmarried noblemen, who 
are notorious for the immoral lives they 
lead, and who openly boast of the con- 
quests they achieve and the female com- 
panions they patronize. The Prince, al- 
though married to onr of the most charm- 
ing women in France, has, it is reported 
everywhere, almost broken his wife’s heart 
by his infidelities, and very much of her 
lung continued illness may be attributed 
to this source of annoyance. Curious to 
say. his Royal Highness, although by uo 
means better than most young men of his 
years, never became openly immoral until 
after he married. - „ 

He carried on a desperate flirtation, if 
not worse, with a duchess who was one of 
his wife s maids of honor, and since she 
left his household, has been undisguised 
in bis attentions to a notorious French 
actress Schneider, we presume). He was 
very attentive to her when she was in 
London, and recently visited her in Paris. 
She asked him to lend her £10,000 
($50-000 ) 

The Prince had not the money, but was 
induced to sign a note or bill for the 
amount, payable a couple of weeks after 
date. In London his Royal Highness’ 
“paper would have been found very diffi- 
cult indeed, if not impossible, to discount, 
but in Paris there are still financial agents 
who put faith in princes. At any rate the 
bill was discounted, and did find its way 
in due time to London, where it was pre- 
sented for payment at Cputts Bank. The 
document not being signed by the Comp- 
troller of the Prince's Household, had an 
aspect of irregularity about it that the 
bankers did not like, and they hesitated 
before paying it. The Pnnee was abroad 
again, and could not be referred t®, and 
the story somehow* got to the ears of his 
royal mother. The money was paid, to 
avoid scandal, but her Majesty — who, al- 
though in retirement, knows as well as 
anybody in FIngland what is going on — 
gave her eldest son “a bit of her mind 
upon the whole transaction, and told him 
pretty plainly what she thought of married 
men with families of their own, and very 
much in debt, making presents of $50,000 
to women of whom the less said the bet- 
ter. 

His brother, the Duke of Edinburgh, is. 
it is generally believed, quite as bad, if 
not worse; but, being an un married man, 
the sin is not so great And the same is 
said of Prince Arthur, the young Prince 
now in Canada, though in a very much 
less degree. The effect of his Royal 
Highness' example is gradually but very 
surely telling upon the morals of the high- 
er and middle classes of the land.
